| conditions.” 

The Division of Indian Health 
Services is gradually increasing its 
staff along the lines sketched in 


benefits which have resulted from 
extending Family Allowances to 
include Indian families. “Partic- 
ularly in areas where hunting and 
trapping has been poor,” Mr

have been lifesavers for many 
Indian families.

They now blow a hole in the 
vault and loot the safety deposit boxes of the 
bank’s customers. The latest of a series of 
such depredations is reported from 
Winnipeg. 

This change from robbing banks 
robbing bank patrons is a tactical mistake on 
the part of the burglars. For the. reason 
that the patrons are far more numerous than 
the share-holders and officials of a bank.

These are 
cashable by any thief. That, no doubt, is 
why the burglars have switched their 
objective from the bank’s cash reserve to 
the boxes rented to its customers 

As a precaution every box-holder should 
make out a full and detailed list of the 
contents of his box, and keep this list where 
no person is likely to find it, by accident or 
search. Then if the box should be rifled 
he will have the means to prevent the robbers 
cashing his bonds; and information which 
will be useful to the police in tracking down 
the thieves. 


Hemisphere Responsibility 

Mr. John Bracken thinks Canada should 
joi the United States in a “North America 
plan” to help reconstruct Europe. But why 
limit this supposedly continental effort to 
two countries? Mexico is also interested in 
the rebuilding of Europe, and so is every 
country in Central and South America. Why 
not an all-American plan, including both 
continents and putting the pooled strength 
of this hemisphere into the reconsiruction 
job? 

Neither Canada nor any other country in 
either continent can contribute aid compar-

Failure to face that fact could 
lead the United Setates to sup 
port the greatest blunder in his- 
tory. 

The United States could finance 
the future political victory of 
de Gaulle. It could take over and 
restore the Ruhr cartels in Ger 
many—which paid Hitler’s way to 
power. 

It could wangle a financial crisis 
in Britain which might oust Labor's 
government. 

But the long-run effect of back- 
ing the extreme right in Western 
Europe will be—as sure as fate—to 
make all Europe Communist. For 
if Western Europe has to choose 
between Communism and revived 
Fascism, Europe will take Com- 
munism.

May Return To Soviet Soil 


SHANGHAI, (AP)—Borsch never 
tasted bétter. Papatchka drank his 
glass of vodka—flavored with &@ 
dash of black pepper—at one gulp. 
Mamatchka glanced at the two 
jikons in the corner, illuminated by | 
a dim, blue light, and murmur a) 
thankful prayer. 

Life for many Russian families in _ 
Shanghai, again looked rosy for the | 
first time in 25 years. | 

This new-found happiness and) 
optimism came last month when) 
|the Soviet consulate in Shanghai 
announced that 3,000 Soviet families | 
in China would be permitted to re- 
turn to the Soviet Union. For a 
great many of these 3,000 families 
it meant a return to their home- 
land after a quarter century of exile. 
For the younger generation of 
Shanghal’s Russians jt meant going 
to a homeland they had never seen. 

Evacuations of Russian children 
have taken place from time to time 
during the last 12 months. Since 
then, letters received from children 
of school-going age have varied 
greatly. Some spoke of the loneli- 
ness and the n-cessity of reorienta- | 
tion in an unfamiliar country. | 
Others extolled the kindness shown | 
|them by the Soviet families and 
schools which took them in charge. 

Apply Later 

The present repatriation, accord- 
ing to official quarters quoted by | 
the Soviet daily “New Life,” is abso- 
| lutely voluntary. Failure to take ad- 
vantage of the privileges offered to | 
repatriates now by the Soviet gov- | 
emment does not mean that they 
cannot apply for permission to enter 
the Soviet Union at a later date. 

The “New Life” reported that | 
some Soviet citizens in their eager- 
ness to leave already were selling 
their property. The newspaper re- | 
commended caution and patience,
